CHICAGO, Jan. 10.—W. I. McMasters, 
secretary of the Western Homestead and 
Irrigation Company, with offices in this 
city, said today that he had séen William 
Walter Taylor, the missing treasurer of 
South Dakota, when Taylor was in Chicago 
January 1.. 

“At that time,” said McMasterr, he 
turned all of his assets over to his bonds 
men. I am sure he will be more than able 
to meet the deficiency left im the State 
treasury. He has assets for double the 
amount required, but, on account of the 
shrinkage in values, will not be able to 
realize on them at once. The State will 
not lose a dollar. I am sure Mr. “aylor 
has none of the money with him, and for 
that matter that he got none of it oriai- | 
nally. Certain persons, .whose names I 


do not. care co mention. received most of | 


the money. 
„J have been aware of the state of Mr. 


Taylor's affairs for four weeks. When I 


left Redfield in .1890 I resigned the posi- 
tion of cashier in the First National Ban's 
of Redfield, of which Mr. Taylor was presi- 
dent. We were closely associated in busi- 
ness affairs, and from the fact that we 


cerning the state of affairs before he left 
Pierre. 

“Mr. Taylor called at my Office during 
the last two weeks, and I think he called 
again when I was rot there. In the last 
three months Mr. Taylor has made sirenu- 
ous efforts to realize on assets consisting 
of real estate and first mortgages to the 
amount of nearly $500,000. These assets 
have n turned over to his Dondsmen 
and the State will not lose a cent. 

“Mr. Taylor has never speculated ex- 
cepting in a legitimate manner.

(Pacific Rural Press:) In these times of 

distrust, when the banks are bursting with 
their hoard of idle money and the masses 
are hungry, while the producer seeks in 
vain for a profitable market, it may not be 
amiss to call attention to other fields as 
yet but little tried which offer better re- 
turns than are now realized from the 
pursuit of ‘horticulture and agriculture. In 
the thermal belt of Japan, along its foot- 
“hills and within sight of its snow-capped 
mountains, are found groves of nutmeg 
trees that yield in nutmegs and the en- 
closing hull of mace a source of revenue 
that could be as readily realized in the 
same climate of California. Throughout 
Mexico wild vanilla plants are found, and 
shrewd Englishmen are making plantations 
as an easy and sure return for capital in- 
vested. What will grow in Mexico will 
grow equally well here. In Turkey and 
China rhubarb is grown for medicinal pur- 
poses, and the Turkey product realizes a 
handsome price. Our climate can produce 
all that Turkey can. Throughout the 
Southern States licorice root is grown to a 
good profit, and it can be grown here as 
well or better. Ginseng brings fabulous 
prices from the Chinese when the roots 
are propetly distorted, and a Californian 
that cannot make a ginseng root take on 
any shape the Chinese may desire is not 
up to date. The camphor tree grows in 
all its beauty in the greater part of the 
State, and its gum and wood are ever 
in demand; so, also, with the spices. 
In the growth of medicinal plants there 
are many that can be grown here to profit 
as is practiced by the Shaker community 
of New York, with this difference in 
favor of the California grower, that while 
they are limited to the hardy varieties 
he can grow the rarer, more sensitive 
and profitable drugs. 

Trusting that these suggestions may 
lead to experiments by the United States 
«experiment stations that are favorably 
located, and in time open up new fields 
for the profitable employment of capital 
and labor, I remain,

No doubt our correspondent is right in 
the main, and when Californians are 
ready to put forth the effort and to exer- 
cise the patience, there are many small 
industries whcih may be made moderately 
profitable here. The Experiment Station 
at Berkeley has grown and distributed 
many of the things named, but to pro- 
duce the commercial crop in competition 
with foreign cheap labor has not hitherto 
seemed feasible. Perhaps in the day of 
smaller things which seems dawning we 
may compass such industries. Vanilla is 
made from the fruit of an orchid, very 
nearly, if not quite, tropical in its re- 
quirements. There is little chance for it 
here. Licorice root has been grown in 
Sacramento county, but has not proved 
very profitable. Ginseng is a _ finicky 
plant. No venture with it should be 
arge until its adaptation to our require- 
nents is better known. 

Our correspondent might have added to 
tis list tea, opium. cinnamon and a score 
of other things which will grow perfectly 
well here, but which American labor can- 
not produce profitably in competition with 
Asiatic.—Ed.

GIVE THE PEOPLE A CHANCE. 


If the government must borrow 
money, it would better borrow from 
the people at-large than from the 
bankers of Wall street. This proposi- 
tion is very generally conceded, out- 
side of close-communion banking cir- 
cles. It follows logically that. the 
government should have authority to 
issue, whenever emergencies arise, 
dJow-interest, long-time bonds, in small 
denominations and in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet any and all emergencies. 
Such bonds would find an eager mar- 
ket in all sections of the country, up 
to any amount which it might be nec- 
essary to issue. They could easily be 
floated at 3 per cent., and very likely 

at 2% per cent. They would furnish 
a safe and desirable investment for 
persons of moderate means, No doubt 
a considerable proportion of the bonds 
outstanding at present might be re- 
funded in the popular loan bonds, 
with advantages alike to the govern- 
ment dnd the people. Such a loan 
vould not only be a popular one with 
the public, but would tend strongly 
toward the creation and conservation 
of public confidence in the government 

d interest in its well-being. ‘| 

Such a loan has often been advo} 


men and findnciers. But the author 
ity for a loan of this kind must come 
from Congress, and Congress has here- 
tofore withheld that authority. The 
recent bond issues, which were geb- 
vbled up as soon as offered by Wall 
street syndicates, were put forth un- 
der an act of 1875, authorizing the is- 
Sue of 5-per-cent. bonds—a law which, 
for some reason, has remained unre- 
pealed up to the present time. To | 
say tho least, there is some doubt as 
to the entire legality of these late is- 


sues under an old and well-nigh mori- 


bund act of Congress, 

It is not improbable that the act of 
1875 will be repealed by the incoming 
Congress. But if it be repealed, some 

law should be enacted to take its 
place, for it would not be wise to ex- 
pose the treasury to the exigencies 
of widely-fluctuating revenues. In 
other words, the government should 
be vested with the authority neces 
sary to borrow money from the people, 
when money is actually needed be- 
yond what the current revenues fur- 
nish. 

An act authorizing’ the issue, upon 
occasion, of long-time, low-interest 
bonds, of small denominations, so as 
to be accessible to every citizen, would 
meet the case exactly. The authority 
thus granted might be neded but 
rarely. Under wise management, cur- 
rent revenues should be ample for 
current expenses, with something over 
to meet maturing obligations. But 
the law, if enacted, would stand as a 
safe barrier between the treasury and 
any possible demands that might be 
made upon it, outside the regular or-

The present is a period when the 
gospel of work should be commended, 
and its principles be applied. There 
probably never was a time in the his 
tory of civilized man when work was 
looked upon with so much distaste 
and so great a desire of evasion, by 
such large numbers as it is at present. 
Twenty-flve years ago it would have 
been impossible to have rallied such 
armies of idlers in era republic as 
have been developed ‘by the Coxey- 
Kelley movement under the misnomer 
of “Industrials.” 

Within these armies, without doubt, 

especially in the early stage of the 
movement, there were men who would 
have been willing to work if work 
could have been obtained-men who 
would have preferred even the small- 
est living wages to beggary and idle- 
ness, But it is a fact beyond dispute 
that the larger proportion of these 
armies was composed of an idle ele- 
ment who would sooner beg than toll, 
and who preferred idleness to any 
form of industry, so long as. they 
could obtain the wherewith to satisfy 
their hunger. 
The increase of idloness.in this coun- 
fry is traceable to several causes, of 
which the partial paralysis, of Amert- 
can industries under the Democratic 
regime is one, while a secondary 
cause is found in the large influx of 
the pauper foreign element, which is 
improvident in its character and shift- 
less and idle in its whole nature, hat- 
ing work and shunning it as we would 
the pestilence. It is time that a new 
gospel were preached today and 
taught in every public school of Amer- 
ica—that ‘of the dignity of free and 
untraimmeled Labor, and the essential 
necessity for labor as a part of human 
progress. and happiness. 

Mau is valuable just so far as he 15 
of use to himself and to his fellow 
man. The hope of the world lies 
wholly with those who work, for they 
alone constitute the great factors of 
human progress. It is a mistaken ap- 
prehension of men which leads them 
to regard labor as the “primal curse,” 
for it is not labor, but excessive 
labor that injures, and without 
labor, without effort, there is stag- 
nation and the death of all pro- 
gress. Never an idea obtained among 
men so false and so destructive to 
their well being as that which leads 
them to think that idleness and happl- 
ness are co-relative, fo? activity is the 
only law of human happiness, which is 
found in the pursuit of some object | 
worthy, of attainment, and the ever 
reaching forward after some ideal. 
Among the most important lessons 


schools of America is respect for labor. 
The dignity of labor is what the rising 
generation should learn to regard, and 
that the co-relation of activity and 
happiness with progression is an in- 
disputable fact. | 

“My Father worked hitherto and 1 
work,” was thé noble declaration of 
Him who came into this world a pat- 
tern for mankind. Christ.toiled at the 
carpenter's bench; His most faithful 
followers were humble laborers—tish- 
ermen of Galilee, yet they were the 
lever that moved the world. 

That man is not half as happy who 
is born great, born to some high posi- 
tion in life, as he who by the force of 
his own unconquerable will struggles 
upward. Lincoln was born to poverty, 
bat the untiring energies of his nature 
made of the humble rail-splitter the 
emaucipator of a race and the savior 
of the world’s greatest republic. Grant

SAN JOAQUIN 
VALLEY RAILROAD. 


A meeting will be held at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on Thursday next 
to consider the question of construct- 
ing an independent line of railroad 
from Los Angeles to the San Joaquin 
Valley. A: number of our best-Known 
citizens have promised to be present 
at the meeting,. and there is a. possi- 
bility that something n may re- 
therefrom. 

As already stated, The Times was 
the first journal in Los Angeles to 
call attention to the importance of 
such a railroad. At the same time- 
and again assert most 
emphatically, that railroads cannot 
be built on paper, by passing resolu- 
tions, or by interviewing “prominent, 
citizens” as to their views on the sub- 
ject. It is easy to find plenty of citi- 
zens who will give a hearty affirma- 
tive opinion when asked if they are 
in favor of another competing line 
of railroad. To ask a business man 
such a question is about ag reason- 
able as to ask him whether he would 
like an addition of a thousand dollars 
a year to his income during the com- 
ing year. Of course, there are plenty 
of citizens who would like to see an- 
other railroad established, but how 
many of them are there who would 
be willing to go down into the bot- 


or $50, of even $5 toward the: con- 
struction of such a road? This is 
the main question, and unless it can 
be satisfactorily and, promptly set- 
tled, it would be far better to drop 
the subject than for Los Angeles to 
make an exhibition of itself during 
the coming year, as San Francisco 
has done during the Dest twelve 
months. 

It is stated that such 49004 enn be 
built in harmony with the Salt Lake 
project. One of the numerous sur- 
veys for the Salt Lake Railroad. 
crosses the mountains near Bakers- 
field. As to the desirability of such a 
road as the one under consideration 
there can be no doubt. The circuitous 
route and unproductive territory fol- 
lowed by ‘the Southern Pacific, from 
Bakersfield to Los Angeles, together 
with the selfish policy of that system 
in charging all the traffic will bear, 
has hithei ) prevented reciprocity of 
trade between the San Joaquin and 
the southern metropolis, as well as 
stopped the settlement and develop- 
ment of one of the richest. sections of 
the State. A competing road, forming 
a junction with the Southern Pacific 
at important centers like Bakersfield 

und Fresno, but traversing new in- 
tervening productive territory, and 
reducing tariff charges to one 
half or onethird the present 
schedule, would do for that coun- 
try what the entrance of the Santa 
Fe did for Southern California. Such 
a road would increase the volume of 
Los Angeles business at least 25 per 
cent. at once 

The feasibility of constructing two 
or three hundred miles of first-class 
railroad, however, in these times, 
is quite another and a practical ques- 
tion. It is a business proposition, in 
which the cost must be counted and 
the returns estimated before it can 
command the approval of the business | 
comniunity of Los Angeles, or secure 
the money to build it. If some well- 
digested scheme can be presented 
showing that a road can be honestly 
built, at not too great expense, with 
a fair prospect of paying operating 
expenses and fiiterest on the bonds, 
it might be undertaken at once. A 
sufficient amount of stock,, labor and 
subsidies would be contributed by the 
people who are benefited along the 
lire, and the termini of the road, to 
grade and tie it, and the bonds would 
do the rest. It is not essential that 
the entire road be rushed to a con- 
clusion at ones. If there is not 
strength enough to build it all, the 
parties interested could unite on one 
divisfon of the road, which when fin- 
ished and in operation would give 
greater strength to tackle another 
division. 

Meantime, however, as we have al- 
ready stated, the fact must not be 
lost sight of that railroads cannot be 
bullt by passing resolutions and inter- 
viewing prominent citizens, It is just a 
matter of hard cash, and whetlier the 
citizens of Los Angeles. have the enter- 
prise to put up a sufficient amount 
of hard cash for such a purpose dur- 
ing these hard times remains to be 

In all this new railroad 8 
however desirable the San Joaquin 
Valley enterprise may be shown to 
be, it must not be forgotten that the 
railway project of the very first Im- 
portance to this city is the Los An- 
geles and Utah road.

THE GUBERNATORIAL CONTEST. 


Under ‘existing circumstances, the 
Republicans ot thé Legislature have 
acted wisely in deciding not to pro. 
ceed with the* gubernatorial contest. 
While there are grave doubts as to 
Mr. Budd's moral right to occupy the 
executive chair, there are graver 
doubts as to the sufficiency of exist- 
ing laws to secure an accurate deter- 
mination ot the result. 

the course of procedure had been 
clearly defined in the Constitution and 
the statutes, the contest should and 
would have heen carried to a finality. 
But a protracted. contest, with its dis 
quieting effects and uncertain re- 
sults, would have been a public mis- 
fortune, and would have worked in- 
calculable injury to the Republican 
party of the State, right or wrong. 

This case has plainly shown, how- 
ever, that the law should’ provide 
clear and specific methods of proce- 
dure in similar which may arise 
in the future: If the Constitution 
needs amendment in order to make 
the way clear, as is claimed by Atty.- 
Gen. Hart, let it be amended as soon 
as possible. If additional laws are 
needed, let them be enacted. It is re- 
pugnant to every instinct of fairness 
and to the interests of the entire State 
that great electoral frauds can be con- 
summated, while there are no means 
available for their correction. 

If Atty.-Gen, Hart’s interpretation 
of the Constitution and the laws be 
correct, the people of this common- 
wealth are confronted by a great peril. 
They are placed, by their Constitu- 
tion and their laws, at the mercy of 
ballot-box thieves and professional de- 
bauchees of the suffrage, with no 
power to protect themselves against 
imposition and fraud. Such a state 
of things is intolerable. It is not only 
intolerable, but it is dangerous to the 
peace of society, and to the stability 
of the government.

DIAMONDS. 


The Novel Way the Workmen in the 
Mines Have of Stealing Stones 
and How They are Dis-

‘There is one man in Los Angeles, just 
returned from South Africa, who says he 
can find all the diamonds he wants right 
here without going to the Cape for them. 
His experience in that line somewhat re- 
-pembles that of the famous Dr. Foster 
who went to Gloster for, as he says, he 
will never go there again. 

His name is H. Victorson. He came to 
Los Angeles in 1879, and for ten years 
worked as a machinist for the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company. Leaving the 
company he opened a fruit and cigar. store 
on Alameda street near the Commercial- 
street depot. In August of last year he 
made the acquaintance of a man known as 
**Yankee’’ Woods, who had just returned 
from the Cape diamond fields. This man 
Woods, it seems, i some notoriety 
during a visit he made to San Francisco, 
representing himself as possessed of enor- 
mous wealth, and that he had come to Cal- 
ifornia solely for the pnrpose of purchasing 


diamond mines in South Africa in which 
he was interested. While in Los Angeles 
he scraped up an acquaintance with Vic- 
torson, and learning that the latter had 
saved up a few thousand dollars, he be- 
gan spinning fairy tales into his ear about 
the big money he made at the Cape, telling 
him that with $2000 capital he could make 
more money there in one year than he 
could make in California in a lifetime. 
After he had worked Victorson up to the

After a few days stay there he 
sailed from Southampton for New York, 
and, reaching that city, took the first train 
for Los Angeles, where he arrived last 
Christmas day, .having taken just’ four 
months to make the round trip, and, as he 
says, to come back home a wiser, and— 
to the tune of $700—a sadder man.“ His 
two friends are still there. 4 
to make good use of his eyes and ears dur- 
ing the short stay he made in the land ot 
brilliants. He says that a man is the 
biggest kind of a fool to go there and ex- 
pect to better himself, for that unless he 
is directly, interested as a stockholder or 
official in the diamond companies, there is 
no show for him to do anything on the out- 
side. The companies have an absolute 
monopoly of all the trade to be done. The 
work at the mines is done by negroes—na- 
tives—who are paid three shillings a day. 
Although every precaution is taken to pre- 
vent their stealing diamonds, they. man- 
age to do it, the usual means resorted to 
being to swallow them. When a work-. 
man is suspected by his overseer of hav- 
ing swallowed a stone, he is taken to the 
guardhouse, given a powerful purgative 
and confined in a room until the purge 
has worked its purpose. Should the re- 
sult show the workman guilty of having 
swallowed a stone, he is charged with the 
offense and in due course of law sentenced - 
to seven years or more imprisonment. 
An old trick was to secrete a small stone 
between two of their toes, but this 
was so easily discovered they took to swal-

No one 
can fruthfully say that there is work in 
this city for all those who are deserving 
and willing to work, for there is not. 
There are hundreds in this city today who 
would be glad to work for a pittance; 
with families, too. Startling, but neverthe- 
less true. What can we do for them might 
be asked. We have charitable institu- 
tions, true, and good ones, too; bit it is 
not charity that is wanted, it is employ- 
ment. How can employment be given 
when there is none? In many ways. 
First, increase the taxes if need be, and 
make improvements. Lay out parks, fill 
up or grade the muddy, back streets, open 
up new avenues, etc. This benefits and 
beautifies the city and gives employment 
to the deserving and needy. In fact, it is 
the only recourse, the only salvation of 
this tramp problem. With all these im- 
provements in force the city will forge 
ahead, values increase, and the tramp will 
be a thing of the past, a memory of for- 
mer days, and the City Jail will be ade- 
quate to hold the occasional ‘‘hobo’’ or 
‘vag’ who may be caught soliciting on 
our thoroughfares and in byways and 
highways. Let the churches advocate 
this matter with zealousness and Bet the 
new Council talk it over, and let their 
motto be Provide employment.“ and make 
good citizens instead of ‘‘solicitors.”

FIFTY YEARS’ HENCE. 
The! New Year’s number of the San 
Francisco Chronicle contains an article on 
Los Angeles as it will be— or is likely to 
be—fifty years hence, in which the popula- 
tion of the city, or rather, of the eity 
and county, which is supposed to have 
been combined at that time, is given at 
1,500,000. It is amusing to hear the com- 
ments of people upon this prediction, and 
the guesses that are made as to the popu- 
lation upon which Los Angeles is likely 
to have at that time. They run all the 
way: from 250,000 to 2,000,000, but few ven- 
ture over? 500,000. At the first blush, 
1.500, 000 people certainly looks like a very 
sanguine estimate of the population of this 
city, even after fifty years, but a little re- 
flection would convince any but a pessi- 
mist that such an estimate is not by any 
means an unreasonable one. 
Chicago gentleman, who is now in Les 
Angeles, came near falling out with his 
father-in-law ‘because he véntured the 
rash assertion that before long Chicago 
would have a population of 200, 000. Fifty 
years ago, in 1845, the population of Chi- 
cago was not greater than that of Los 
‘Angeles is today. At that time St. Louis 
was a far 1 city than Chicago, and 
any citizen of St. Louls would have 
laughed at the idea that Chicago would 
ever exceed St. Louis in population. Of 
course, it will be said that a comparison 
between Los Angelés and Chicago is not 
a fair one—that Chicago is the center of an 
immense extent of wealthy and productive 
territory. This argument, however, will 
not bear investigation, Los Angeles is the 
natural commercial center of an area ex- 
tending from Fresno to Lower California, 
eastward to New Mexico, and northwest 
to Utah, which area will support a larger 
population to the wee mile than any 
other section of the United States. Here 
in Southern California a family can make 
a better living on ten acres of irrigated 
land than can be had in the Northwestern 
States on 160 acres. This gives us a 
possible density of population in the 
southwestern districts sixteen times as 
_ great as in the territory which is tribu- 
tary to Chi - When the Mojave and 
Colorado des shall have been irrigated, 
as they will be before long, we of Los 
Angeles may begin to realize the possibili- 
ties that are open to this Chicago of the 
Southwest. 
THE REAL ESTATE BUSINESS. 
Some of the real estate agents have 
again been discussing the subject of a real 
estate exchange, but it is not likely to 
amount to anything beyond talk. There 
is at present too little “hang together“ 
“among the real estate men. There are 
too many men waiting: around for a chance 
to get their fingers into a deal, or, if they 
Cannot succeed in doing so, to block the 
transaction.

The Builder and Contractog has the fol- 
lowing somewhat caustic remarks in re- 
guard to the long-proposed and much- de- 
ferred Tenth-street, alias Main-street, alias 
“Montezuma,” alias Splendid“ hotel: 
The Main street hotel goblin is walk- 
ing again. This time it is plastered and 
Painted and assumes the guise of a bluff; 
a firm of San Francisco real estate men 
have taken charge of the site to sell it. 
They declare if the people around the 
neighborhood don’t chip in to furnish 
funds to build it, they will tear. up the 
foundation and cart the meterial away. 
y even say they have received bids 
for the material and are considering them. 
Most of the material is probably not worth 
the labor of, taking it out and hauling 
away; the usually. credulous public will 
Hkely not pay much heed to this threat. 
Precisely why it is that other people 
should be called on to give some one else 


The theory, however, is that the erection 
of this hotel will vastly increase the val- 
ues of land in its vicinity, and therefore 
to help, by this means, to increase the val- 
ues of their own lands, people surround- 
ing would be willing to pay something, 
While the hotel people conceive they have

The need of such a hotel is generally 
admitted. In fact, it is really absurd that 
Los Angeles, a city which justly claims to 
be one of the leading health resorts of 
the world should be in this respect be- 
hind such places as Portland, San Jose, 
Monterey, Pasadena, Santa Barbara, San 
Diego, Redondo and Santa Monica. The 
subsidy which is offered for the construc- 
tion of a hotel, consisting of a large lot 
on ‘the leading thoroughfare of the city 
and close to what will within a few years 
be the business center, together with a 
foundation that cost about $80,000, is 
more than has ever been offered for a sim- 
ilar project in the United States, consider- 
ing the moderate amount that is required 
to be invested in the hotel. Portland and 
San Jose had just the same kind of a 
problem to deal with—the foundation of 
a big hotel that appeared destined never 
‘to be completed. Enterprising citizens 
of those two places put their shoulders to 
the wheel, however, and the Hotel Port- 
land, as well &s the Hotel Vendome, are 
now realities and have certainly been a 
great benefit to the cities in which they 
are located. 

The big excavation on Main street has 
become an annoying eyesore to our citi- 
zens.. The perennial talk about construc- 
ing a big hotel on that site has become 
something of a nuisance. Either the 
hotel should be built at once or the 
project ‘given up for good. To further 
prolong discussion on this subject is to 
advertise abroad the lack of enterprise 
which exists among the people of Los 
Angeles, when enterprise needs to be 
tacked by cash payments. So far as can 
be observed by outsiders the Tenth-street 
hotel project appears to be very dead, 
and if it is dead the corpse should be 
taken away and buried before it begins to 
smell too loud.

LOS ANGELES AND SAN FRANCISCO. 

In his review of the transactions im San 
Francisco real estate for 1894, Thomas 
Magee says: 4 

“The number of real estate sales made 
in the year 1891, when real estate was 
lively as to sales and much higher as to 
price, was 6757, of the total value of §27,- 
431,135. The number of sales made last 
year was 3404, of the total value of $14,- 


227,050. 

“In thirty-four years’ experience in city 
real estate, we do not remember of a more 
unsatisfactory year than 1894. Even the 
year of greatest depression, 1879, the year. 
of the scare from the bew Constitution 
and of Kearneyite riots, when the city 
sayings banks were loaded up with about 
$8,000,000 worth of foreclosed ‘city real 
estate, was not, on the whole, so bad a

last year. These were the very best inside 
retail property and the very choicest Pa- 
cific Heights residence property, the lat- 
ter being on the north side of the streets 
in all cases. Several sales w made on 
Jackson and Broadway streets at higher 
prices than were ‘ever before paid, yet 
even there more sales were made of th 
very best property at old or decli 
prices than at advanced rates. Of the 
best inside retail property, we can remem- 
ber but two or three sales at higher prices 
than were ever before paid. Of these, the 
most notable was the sale of the south- 
west corner of Market and Sixth, fifty feet 
on Market by eighty-five feet on Sixth, 
with extra lot in rear on Sixth, 26x75, for 
$250,000, the improvements being old 
frames and the rents about $1200 a month 


“All medium-priced dwelling property, 
meaning by that lots previously worth 
$2000 to $4000, suffered in pric last year. 
Lots of that class, which sold for the 
figures named five years ago, are now dull 
of sale at $1500 to $3000. This fall is due 
to two causes. Credit sales then boomed 
such lots into the air, and there were then 
about twice as many of them put upon 
the market in subdivisions as there was 
awy real need of. The market was, in 
short, very greatly oversupplied, and it 
will take five or six years yet of pretty 
rapid growth to build up these localities, 
which are yet largely vacant. Meantime, 
the sellers at the credit sales got away 
with about ten years of the natural ad- 
vance in price. The victims, therefore, 
will have to wait that length of time to 
get the prices they paid. Three to five 
years of the ten have already run- But 
for cable and electric roads, which have 
given rapid communication to these sub- 
urban lands, they would have fallen in 
price much more thar they have done 

years.“ 

Thus it will be seen that the total 
value of the real estate transfers in San 
Francisco city and county for the year 
1894 was less than that of the transfers of 
Los Angeles city and county for the same 
year. It would be difficult to find a 
stronger proof of the growing importance 
of Los Angeles in comparison with its 
Northern rival. It is not surprising, un- 
der such circumstances, that a consider- 
able amount of jealousy of Los Angeles 
exists in San Francisco, or that, on the 
other hand, many San Francisco business 
men are considering the proposition of 
either moving down here or establishing 
branch establishments in Los Angeles.

Weekly Bulletin for 
Southern California. 

Following is the weather and crop bulle- 
tin of the government bureau for South- 
ern California for the week ending Janu- 
ary 7: ' 

The weather was generally fair during 
the week, except on the 4th and 5th inst., 
when generous rains fell in all sections. 
The temperature was stightly below the 
average for the season; several frosts, 
tight in character, formed without injury 
to vegetation, except the tender vegetables 
in exposed places. The weather was gen- 
erally favorable for the growth of crops, 
and most of the grain sown fs now up and 
growing nicely; sufficient rain has fallen 
for present needs, and plenty of warm sun- 
shine is nuw desired. The soil is deeply 
soaked with moisture, and farmers are 
sanguine regarding their grain crops, and, 
as no high winds or severe frosts have oc- 
curred thus far, orchardists are hopeful 
that the winter will continue sufficiently 
mild to permit of the perfect 
orange and lemon crops.
